tract which the supreme court has 
already held to have been contrary 
to anti-trust lr.\vs. 


The opinion road ry justice Clarke

Marion Clinch/Calkins of the Survey 
staff, who recently spent a month in 
Wisconsin gathering 
facts 
about 


the cutover country. 
Her account, 


which appears in the current issue 
of The Survey, follows in part: 
T 


HE stump, of all man's enemies 


in a new country where 
once 


was great timber, is the most 


formidable. 
. The history of the cutover country 
in WiiV.onsin is a grim one. Unclear- 
er country is such' a vigorous re- 
sistant to man's home-making en- 
deavors that 
it frequently defeats 


many generations. 
You 
can see 


now, 
in Wisconsin, on every back 


country road, the little 
tar-paper 


shacks, the one-room cabins, nailed 
up and deserted, evidence of a lost 
fight, in which the defeated gained 
a few hundred yards and fell back, 
probably into Jhe city which 
they 


feared only a little less. 


So far, of the 17,000,000 acres of 


land 
in the 
northern 
twenty-five 


counties of Wisconsin, only 2,000,- 
000 is in crop. Between 2,500,000 
and 3,000,000 acres in timber of var- 


kinds. The United States De- 


partment of Agriculture estimates 
that it would take 150 years 
<o 


bring this land to its highest agri- 
cultural development. 


But Wisconsin has begun a new 


kind of pioneering. The state itself 
is warring on the stump, and it will 
be only a few years before the miles 
between the up-to-date towns of the 
cutover and the surrounding coun- 
try will measure periods of history. 


In 191-5 a young -man named Carl 


Livingston came from the state of 
Washington to work for the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin in the depart- 
ment of 
agricultural 
engineering. 


He and his brother had 
pondered 


much ovej- the question of land de- 
velopment and had concluded ttiat 
it was primarily one of engineering. 
Why would the state not finance a 
special demonstration train design- 
ed to instruct the state how to pull 
the rotting stumps out of millions 
of acres of soil, in its present state 
untillable. 
To his colleagues 
Mr. 


Livingston was an impractical ideal- 
ist. To Dean Russel, of the College 
of Agriculture, he was the possible 
hope of the uncleared country. 


i.ivingstpn conceived the idea of 


a cooperative enterprise. 


In 1916 a cooperative train dem-

Income Tax Exemptions 


"Taxes Should be Levied in Proportion to Ability to Pay" 


Said the La Foltette Progressive Kepu'blican Platform 


I 


T IS neither unreasonable nor unfair to increase exemptions 


under the Income tax, for those who have the smallest in 


comes. This is shown by an analysis recently made by George 
P. Hampton of the Farmers' National Council, of the operation 
of the federal income tax. 
The rich pay their tax without any 


appreciable privations. 


There were 3,013,816 persons, who after paying their in- 


come taxes, had left a net income of only $1,926. 
In these 


times, on such an income, what chance is there to send children 
to college from such homes? 
How much can be spent for recre- 


ations, for vacations, for going away from home on visits, or for 
anything, in fact, outside of food and clothing?. 
In a home 


where there are children, with an income of only $1,926, a year 
rigid economy is necessary with regard to EVERY expenditure.

Now look at another class of taxpayers, those with incomes 


of $500,000 and over. This class on the average had net in- 
comes of about $400,000 a year after paying their taxes. And 
Mr. Hampton's figures show that this class had .after paying 
their taxes 207 times as much as those with the smaller incomes 
quoted. They could send any number of children to the most 
expensive schools and colleges. They might spend ALL their 
time in travel if they chose. Their incomes would permit them 
every recreation and almost every luxury which their imagin- 
ation could devise. 


About NOW it is important for every citizen, and still more 


important for every member of the incoming legislature /to re- 
member what the numerous platforms which preceded the elec- 
tion had to say about the income tax exemptions. 


Here is the declaration of the Farmer-Labor league, "We 


favor a higher rate of taxation on large incomes and inheri- 
tances, and the increase of exemption of incomes from SSOO to 
$2,000 for single persons, and from $1,200 to $3,000 for married 
persons. 


The regular republican platform said: "Since the income 


tax was enacted the cost of living has more than doubled, and 
we therefore favor that exemptions from income taxes shall be 
increased in proportion to the increased cost of living." 


The La Follette progressive republican platform said the 


same thing in these words: "We favor the revision of tax laws 
whereby exemptions from income taxes shall be increased irt 
proportion to the increase in the cost of living." 


If the members of the legislature are faithful to the plat- 


form pledges upon which they were elected this one feature of 
tax revision will bring relief to many homes in straightened 
circumstances.

NDREW FURUSETH, president of the International Sea- 
men's Union of America, who was in Europe during the 


past summer as a delegate to the convention of the International 
Seafarers' Federation, is convinced 
that the present drive 


against freedom of speech, freedom of the press, freedom of as- 
semblage and freedom of political asylum in the United States 
ts only part of a general campaign by "the triumphant ruling 
power," which is ''money," to abolish these civil liberties in all 
parts of the world. 


"This ruling power in industrial civilization," says Furu- 


seth, "arose with the French Revolution. 
It established these 


liberties as the machinery of its own conquest of the earlier rul- 
ing powers* 
With the Great War the power of money as the 


governing force in modern society seemed to the rulers of money 
to have culminated. Hereditary nobility was dead. The church 
was no longer contending for temporal power as it had in the 
post centuries. The Holy Alliance which was fought by means 
of freedom of speech, press, assemblage and political asylum, 


1 was gone. Hence the need for these weapons, which might be 


wed by others, was ended. 
Destroy the civil liberties, and 


capitalist society would crystallize. 


"But just as industrial capitalism arose to destroy the 


hereditary nobility, so now the masses have shown signs of try- 
ing to destroy the ruling power of money. Russia is the first 
to act. 
We would be blind to evident facts if we denied that 


other countries in Europe and Asia are sympathetic with the 
Russian example. The forces making for a new change in the 
social structure need freedom of speech, press,* assemblage and 
the right of political asylum. The forces opposing any change 
want to save themselves by destroying i these liberties. That 
is the whole story of the struggle going on today. 


"It affects American labor because it affects the right of 


labor to meet and discuss its grievances in order to stimulate 
trade union organization. You do not have to agree with the 
Russian remedy, to be determined to criticise existing condi- 
tions in industry in this or any other country. The So-called 
open shop drive in the United States is simply a part of the 
world-wide movement that denies the necessity for any import- 
ant change. It is no more intense or bitter in one country than 
in another. It hits at one element of labor here, another there. 
We are at a parting of the ways in the theory of human govern- 
ment, just as when the hereditary nobility were challenged by 
the middle claw in 178?>
